Thermo meters 
v aried 
between 
ninety -two and ninety -sev en, bu t no 
m atter what the thermo meters sho w­ 
ed, it did no t req u ire a glance at the 
mercu ry 
bu lb to learn 
that the 
weather was the ho ttest o f the sea­ 
so n. 
Yesterday p eo p le su ffered 
fro m 
the ex treme heat, bu t a brisk breeze 
all day kep t the heat fro m being no ­ 
ticeable. To day it was different. The 
su ltry atmo sp here dro v e many p eo p le 
fro m their wo rk to a 
shady sp o t. 
Men wo rking o n the 
Perkins street 
imp ro v ement wo rked slo wly 
and 
mu ch care was ex ercised lest wo rk 
ho rses wo u ld be 
o v erco me with the 
heat. 
The s u n ’s ho t ray s p lay ed hav o c 
with the brick street at the co rner o f 
Main and First streets. 
No t eno u gh 
allo wance fo r ex p ansio n was made 
by the co ntracto rs 
who bu ilt the 
-street and it raised. 
The brick co l­ 
lap sed at the center o f the bu lge the 
fu ll width o f the street. 
A similar thing o ccu rred last su m­ 
mer ju st a blo ck so u th o f where the 
bu lge came to day , bu t it was no t as 
•damaging 
becau se the 
brick ju st 
Taised, bu t did no t co llap se. 
The 
raise in the street to day ex tended fo r 
4;en y ards and it is likely that mo st o f 
the bricks in that area will hav e to 
be relaid becau se many o f them are 
•cracked and the 
cement 
between 
them is bro ken lo o se. 
The co llap se made v ery little no ise, 
bu t p erso ns in sto res near that co r­ 
n er were asto u nded as they saw the 
brick street gradu ally rising.

The co o l day s and nights, ho wev er, 
they say , hav e been a great adv an­ 
tage to the wheat, co nsidering the 
dro u th. 
It is p redicted that threshing will 
begin by Ju ly 4 , o r p o ssibly a little 
early . 
Acco rding to the p rices re­ 
ceiv ed no w dealers think they will be 
able to start the new cro p so me p lace 
between 80 and 9 0 cents p er bu shel. 
The p resent bids wo u ld mean abo u t 
82 o r 83 cents fo r the lo cal p ro du ct 
bu t the market is no t established y et. 
Circu lar No . G8, 
issu ed by 
the 
United States dep artment o f agri­ 
cu ltu re, giv es so me ru les fo r the care 
o f new wheat, which are o f interest 
at this time becau se o f the new cro p 
which will so o n he harv ested. 
The 
bu lletin say s: 
Rain o n wheat in the sho ck bleach­ 
es the co lo r o f the grain, increases 
its mo istu re co ntent, and decreases 
its test weight, while co ntinu ed mo is­ 
tu re brings 
abo u t 
sp ro u ting and 
mo lding. 
Ap p earance, co nditio n 
and 
test 
weight hav e a direct and immediate 
effect o n its market v alu e, and there­ 
fo re o n its v alu e. 
Letting wheat “sweat o n the stalk” 
imp ro v es its co lo r, 
co nditio n and 
test weight, to say 
no thing 
o f its 
milling and baking q u ality . 
The added co st o f stacking wheat 
may be fu lly o ffset by imp ro v ement 
in its q u ality resu lting in a higher 
market v alu e.

In the ti*ne stained p a ires o f an old 
ecclesiastical Sp anish do cu ment ju st 
decip hered by Pro fesso r Frederick ('. 
Teggart o f the Univ ersity o f Califo rnia 
Is to ld the sto ry o f the fo u nding o f San 
Francisco on March 2 7, 1770. fo u r 
mo nths befo re the Declaratio n o f Inde­ 
p endence was signed at Philadelp hia. 
The narrativ e thu s translated is that 
o f Padre Pedro Fo nt, the first ap o stle 
to the Indians o f San Francisco p enin­ 
su la. 
It came into the p o ssessio n of 
the Academy o f Pacific Co ast Histo ry 
at the state u niv ersity in the Ro bert 
E. Co wan co llectio n, p resented by Col- 
tis P. Hu ntingto n. 
It begins at the p residio o f San Mi­ 
gu el de Ilo rcasitas, in So no ra, Mex ico, 
where white men had bu ilt their to wns 
befo re the p ilgrim fathers landed on 
the Atlantic co ast. At that p u eblo Don 
Ju an Bau tista de Anza o rganized his 
ex p editio n. 
Padre Fo nt was the mis­ 
sio nary member. 
The first day the 
jo u rney was only three miles, fo r mo st 
o f the tim e was giv en o v er to singing 
a mass to the blessed Virgin o f Gu ada­ 
lu p e and p acking the mu les. 
Late in the afterno o n the p arty set 
ro rth—so ldiers, mu leteers, wiv es o f the 
so ldiers, Indian gu ides. Padra Fo nt 
and the sto u t hearted co nq u istado r. 
Cap tain de Anza. The start was made 
In Sep tember, 1775 . 
The march lay 
acro ss a stretch o f wild co u ntry —a re­ 
gion as v ast as fro m San Francisco to 
El Paso , o r fro m Washingto n to New 
Orleans. 
Ho spita ble India ns. 
At the missio n o f San Xav ier del 
Bac, so u thern Arizo na, the ex p lo rers 
p assed the last o r mo st no rthern Chris­ 
tian settlement. 
The co u ntry o f the 
Ap aches was hazardo u s, bu t no rth o f 
that the Indians were ho sp itable and 
kind. 
These friends o f the white men 
were all fo es o f the Ap aches, and they 
came to the camp , kneeling befo re 
Padre Fo nt fo r bap tism, while Ap ache 
scalp s dangled fro m their gear. 
Pro u dly these nativ es sho wed the 
Sp aniards their “Casa Grande do Mon 
tezu ma.“ a great sto ne edifice bu ilt. 
Father Fo nt writes, so me 5 00 y ears be 
fo re with timbers bro u ght s e v e n t y - f i v e 
miles and cooled by water co nv ey ed in 
co ndu its fro m the distant riv er. 
A t Yu ma the ex p editio n fo u nded a 
Christian 
settlem ent 
leav ing 
two 
p riests to minister to 3 ,000 Indians. 
These two p adres were named Garces 
and To mas. 
They will be written in 
histo ry o ne day as the fathers o f Yu ma. 
Hav ing trafficked at Yu ma with the 
Indians, giv ing beads fo r p ro v isio ns. 
Cap tain de Anza led his p arty on 
acro ss w hat is no w Imp erial co u nty . 
This was a desp erate leg o f the 
march. 
Once the cattle stamp eded in 
the desert and ran back to a water 
hole. 
Ano ther time the p arty were 
sno wbo u nd 
and 
su ffered 
intensely 
Christmas day they halted all day “fo r 
the reaso n.” 
writes 
the 
chro nicler, 
“that on this ho ly night o f the Nativ ­ 
ity the wife o f a so ldier hap p ily gav e 
birth to a son and becau se the weather 
was v ery raw and fo ggy .” 
And when a few day s later the p arty 
camp ed near the ro cks o f San Carlo s 
p ass, at almo st the su mm it o f the Si­ 
erra Madre, an earthq u ake came, “ac­ 
co mp anied by an instantaneo u s and 
lou d no ise.” 
Reaching Mission San Gabriel, the 
co mmander learned o f the massacre of 
the white men at San Diego, where Fa­ 
ther Lu is Jamie bad been mu rdered. 
Cap tain de Anza and Padre Fo nt took 
twenty men and went as a p u nitiv e ex ­ 
p editio n. 
Fro m a blabbing old wo man 
they learned the sto ry o f the mu rder. 
They to o k thirteen p riso ners and dro v e 
the rev o lting Mission Indians into the 
mo u ntains. 
Six so ldiers were then sent with let­ 
ters to So no ra. The p arty thu s redu c­ 
ed was harassed a few day s later when, 
on retu rning to San Gabriel, a mu s­ 
keteer deserted, taking fo u r serv ants 
tnd mu leteers and thirty animals and 
loot. 
lie had to be chased o v er the 
mo u ntains into the desert befo re he 
was taken. 


At the Go lden Ga te. 
March 2 7, 1770, the p arty reached the 
Go lden Gate, made camp , and there 
the settlers were left to fo u nd San 
Francisco . The holy cro ss was erected 
“o n the ex tremity o f the white cliff at 
the inner p o int o f the entrance to the 
harbo r.” 
There De Anza p lanned a fo rt, co m­ 
manding the entrance to the harbo r 
with mu sket fire. Leav ing the settlers, 
De Anza and his tro o p retu rned, ex ­ 
p lo ring to the east o f the p eninsu la, 
finding the then u nkno wn San .Toaq u in 
liv er and retu rning finally to Yu ma, 
where they learned that Father Garces 
was missing. 
He had go ne away to find an en­ 
trance into New Mex ico. 
W hether bb 
had su cceeded o r been slain by Indi­ 
ans o r died o f his ailments Padre Fo nt 
Jid no t kno w. 
Pad:_ Fo nt and the 
ithers gtft safely back to So no ra after 
two mo nths, and at the missio n o f 
£ res was inscribed the chro nicle which 
I no w transcribed.

NATIONS QUARRELING

Serv ia and Bu lgaria at Each 
Others' Throats. 


Lo ndo n, Ju ne 16.—No twithstanding 
the accep tance by Bu lgaria and Ser- 
v ia of Ru ssia’s p ro p o sal fo r the arbitra­ 
tio n o f their territo rial disp u te, the 
Balkan situ atio n is again distu rbing. 
Indeed, the increase in the alarm is 
largely becau se o f this actio n by the 
Balkan states. 
The p o sitio n of M. Pasitch, the Ser­ 
v ian p remier, was so shaken by his 
su dden change fro m an u nco mp ro mis­ 
ing to a co nciliato ry attitu de that he 
and his cabinet resigned becau se of 
the p o p u lar feeling against arbitratio n 
which it seems the p rem ier believ ed 
wou ld be fatal to the Serv ian arms.

It is feared that if any o ther minis­ 
try is ap p o inted it will be anti-Ru ssian 
with co nseq u ences which will be dis­ 
astro u s to p eace. 
King Peter’s rep ly 
to the czar's no te warning him against I 
indu lging in a fratricidal war and u rg- j 
ing him to demo bilize his army , has j 
no t been p u blished, bu t it is believ ed 
that he co ntends that Serv ian ev acu a­ 
tio n of the disp u ted territo ry wou ld 
create an imp o ssible p o sitio n.

The find was o f su ch an 
ex trao rdinary natu re that McDonald 
sawed off the to p o f the stu m p and 
carried it to Great Falls, where it was 
p laced on ex hibitio n. The inner stu mp 
measu res three feet eight inches in 
diameter. Ou tside o f this inner stu mp 
and radiating o u t to the bark o f the 
big sectio n hav e been co u nted 2 38 
rings, w’hlch in the case o f mo st trees 
w’ou ld deno te an age o f 2 3 8 y ears. 
Fo resters say that a co tto nwo o d tree 
may p ro du ce two o r three rings a y ear, j 
dep ending u p o n the kind o f seaso n en­ 
co u ntered. Other ex p erts differ, bu t it I 
is eA'ident that the stu mp hidden in 
the big tree had been there fro m eighty 
y ears to two o r three times that nu m-1 
ber. 
Altho u gh dead and disco lo red j 
from age. the co nditio n o f the inner 
stu mp is p erfect. 
W hether this tree was cho p p ed do wn 
by Indians who p o ssessed iro n to o ls 
j 
o r was cu t do wn by early ex p lo rers 
will nev er be determined.

It authorizes the transaction of 
business as “a petty money lender” 
by making loans of less than $250 at 
rates of interest and 
charges 
ex­ 
ceeding 8 per cent, per annum, un­ 
der licenses to be obtained from the 
clerks of circuit courts. 
Any such 
business is to be confined to a single 
county . 
The applicant for a license 
must give a 
bond of 
$2,000 
with 
freehold securities, or executed by a 
surety company . 
The license fee of 
$50. 
The rate of interest shall not 
be greater than “2 per 
cent, 
per 
month, and the sum not exceeding $3 
for the examination of the property 
to be mortgaged or the investigation 
of the credit or responsibility of in­ 
dorsers or sureties when an indorsed 
note is taken as security , and 
for 
drawing the neeessiuy papers, which 
charge shall include all services of 
every character in connection with 
the loan, except upon the foreclosure 
of the security ; 
and no additional 
sums, either in the way of charges 
attorney s’ fees, bonus or otherwise, 
shall be required or exacted of bor­ 
rowers.” 
Loan can not be split for the pur 
pose of increasing the charges nor 
the charges repeated 
on 
renewals, 
hut a renwal fee not exceeding 3 per 
cent, of the balance of the loan ex­ 
tended or renewed, may be charged. 
The chattel mortage or 
note 
taken 
shall state fully the nature of such 
loan, the rate of interest, period or 
periods within which the loan must- 
be repaid, the amount of money ac­ 
tually received by Hlie borrower, and 
the cost to him; 
and 
when 
pay ­ 
ments are made, a receipt shall be 
given stating the same facts, and the 
amount of the pay ment received and 
how applied, with the 
aifioitnf y et 
unpaid on said loan and w hen it will 
be due. 
Failure to give such a re­ 
ceipt will make the mortgage void. 
Transacting any 
business 
as a 
petty money lender, without 
a 
li­ 
cense, and violations of the act a f­ 
ter obtaining a license, arc punish* 
able by a fine of not less than $10 
nor more than $100, to which, upon 
a second or subsequent conviction, 
may be added imprisonment not ex­ 
ceeding thirty day s in the 
county 
jail; “and every loan in 
connection 
with which such violation shall have 
occurred, shall be null and void as 
to all sums paid in excess 
of 
the 


amo unt actually lo aned, and the bo r­ 
ro wer shall be entitled 
to 
reco v er 
fro m the lender any and all 
sums 
paid o r returned in ex cess o f said 
amo unt lo aned.”

business o f lo aning, mo ney by banks, 
trust co mpanies, no r 
building 
and 
lo ans o n real estate mo rtgages, o r

Boston, J une 16.—In the Hawaiian 
islands American troops hav e taken 
possession of the crater of a large ex ­ 
tinct v olcano situated on the east 
coast and are working night and day 
to conv ert it into a fortress capable of 
withstanding a long siege. 
Ammuni­ 
tion, food supplies and other supplies 
are being stored within it, guns are 
being mounted, a water supply has 
been arranged for and gardens hav e 
been planted on the slopes of the cra­ 
ter to prov ide food and thus render the 
place self-sustaining in case it is be­ 
sieged for any great length of time. 
Thi3 information has reached Bos­ 
ton from an au thentic source in Hon­ 
olulu, and the commu nication fu rther 
said that Americans residing in the 
Hawaiian islands, inclu ding the troops, 
are v ery mu ch ex ercised ov er the Jap­ 
anese situ ation. 
It was stated that in 
Honolu lu war with Japan is reg arded 
as certain and, recog nizing the fact 
that u nder ordinary circu mstances the 
60,000 Japanese liv ing in the islands, 
most of whom are former soldiers, 
wou ld hav e little difficu lty in seizing 
the possessions, the au thorities are 
straining ev ery nerv e to prepare to re­ 
sist to the last. 
The array and m arine officers be­ 
liev e that practically all of the Jap­ 
anese in Hawaii were sent there for 
no other pu rpose than to be on hand 
to seize the islands in case of war, and 
that these men are thorou g hly pre­ 
pared, inclu ding equ ipment, to take 
the field at a moment’s notice in case 
orders shou ld be receiv ed from the 
Japanese war department.

It is a min­ 
iatu re fleet of su per-Dreadnou g hts, bat­ 
tle cru isers and destroy ers, with a 
roy al y acht, all fitted with g u ns and 
searchlig hts, the whole being a model, 
ex act in ev ery detail, of the v essels in 
the British nav y whose names they 
bear. 
Ev ery v essel is fu lly armed with 13.5 
inch and twelv e inch g u ns made to 
scale—that will fire. Each one is equ ip­ 
ped, too, with the correct nu m ber of 
secondary g u ns and carries electric 
nav ig ation 
lig hts 
and 
searchlig hts, 
while the torpedo boats are operated 
au tomatically . 
Edward W. Hobbs, who desig ned the 
fleet, g av e some particu lars of the 
model nav y . 
“For nine weeks,” he said, “twenty 
men hav e been working at the North­ 
ampton 
works of 
Messrs. 
Bnssett- 
Lowke to complete the fleet. Each of 
the battleships wou ld cost $3,000. ex 
cept the Qu een Mary , which wou ld 
cost $3.250. 
The destroy ers cou ld be 
nou g ht for $1,000 each, while the roy al 
y acht wou ld be $2.500. 
“The big g er boats carry two persons, 
and the destroy ers hold one. They are 
propelled by electrical motors, and all 
the boats can trav el at speeds v ary ing 
from two and one-fou rth to three and 
one-half knots for two hou rs withou t 
stopping . In each boat there is half a 
ton of electrical storag e. 
“If the fleet were bou g ht as a pres­ 
ent for a boy ,” continu ed Mr. Ilobbs,
